Most laboratories test fewer sam­ 
ples during the summer than at 
any other time.

samples starts to increase in late 
summer, and usually reaches a high 
level during fall and late winter 
months. 
Al that time the soil sam­ 
ples often pile up. and you may 
have to wait some time for the test 
results. 
For example the 
Soil Testing 
Laboratory at the University of 
Illinois received only 88 farm sam 
pies to test in June, as compared 
to an average of 625 for the first 
five months of the year.

Farm Animals 


Your farm animals can get can 
cor just as easily as you can, says 
Dr C. C, Morrill of the College 
of Veterinary' Medicine at the I'm 
versitv of Illinois 
Cancer is a type of malignant 
tumor that eventually causes death 
unless it is treated in the early 
stages 
No one is yet sure just 
what causes these growths to ap 
pear, although veterinarians know 
that some types of animal tumors 
are caused by viruses 
Most I or ne 
ct cancer apparently aren't corita 
gious. 
See sour veterinarian at once it 
you notice any kind of abnormal 
growth appearing on any Dart ol 
an animal's body 
He may be able 
to save the animal bv removing the 
tumor early. 
Otherwise, it the dis 
ease is malignant, it will spread 
through the belies and eventually 
kill the animal.
